NO WITNESSES 10 TRAGEDY 


Woman Claims She Shot Aged Friend 
of Family to Protect Her 
Honor. 


Dublin, Ga., December 17.—(Special.) 
F. W. Hightower was shot and instant- 
ly killed by Mrs. A. L. Lynn at her 
home about seven miles from Dublin 
about noon today. Mrs. Lynn admits 
the killing and says she shot High- 
tower to protect her honor. High- 
tower was 75 years of age. 

There were no eye-witnesses to the 
tragedy except an infant two or three 
years old. The woman's husband was 
away in the field picking cotton with 
the other children of his family when 
the shooting occurred, and the woman 
and Hightower were alone in_ the 
house at the time. 

A neighbor across the road from the 
house heard the shots, five in number, 
and a moment later Mrs. Lynn appear- 
ed at the front door and called him, 
asking him to come quick. Tom Hart 
and his son immediately went over to 
the house and found Hightower lying 
on the floor dead, his brain oozing out 
of the holes in his head at the left 
eye, the pistol lying on a table in the 
emall shedroom adjoining the room 
where the shooting took place, the 
empty cartridges on the floor. 

“I Had To Do It.” 

Mr. Hart asked Mrs. Lynn, “How did 
this thing happen?” 

Mrs. Lynn replied, “I shot him. 
had to do it to protect my honor. 

To all appearances after the shoot- 
ing, Hightower was sitting in a rock- 
ing chair when shot. There was blood 
on the chair and it was lying on its 
side near Hightower as though ‘the. 
Bag of his body after he was shot over- 
turned the chair. He apepars to hav? 
bled some before he fell from the chair 
and, after falling, hisbralns and blood 
poured from the hole in his head until 
a large pool, covering about one-third 
of the flooor space. There was no evi- 
derce of a struggle of any- Kind. The 
furniture was not disturbed the} 
man's hat was on the bed, where he} 
had placed it when he came, 

On Friendly Terms. 

According to Hightower’'s statement 
to Mr. Hart just before the shooting, 
he had come from his home in Dub- 
lin to Mr. Lynn’s for the purpose of 
getting a load of lightwood and to 
carry some flour and lard to Mr. Lynn. 
He was on good terms with the fam- 
ily and had been well acquainted with 
Mrs. Lynn since her girlhood. He put 
his team in the lot, apparently at home, 
and carried the lard and flour int» 
the house. The shooting took place 
shortly afterwards at about 12:5 
o'clock. 

Mrs. Lynn made no attempt to leave 
and after her husband was called from 
the field, went with him to a neigh- 
bor’s home to await the sheriff. Up 
to late this afternoon she had not 
been brought to Dublin. She is ina 
delicate cendition and expects confine- 
ment in a few days. 

Hightower is the father of Chief of 
Police Hightower, of Dublin, and was 
75 years of age. He had been living 
in Dublin for years and was one of 
its well-known citizens. His friends 
are not inclined to believe the wom- 
an’s story, but can assign no reason 
for the shooting. 

The whole affair 
deep mystery and is deeply regretted 
by all who Know the parties. Mr. 
Hightower was one of the most respect- 
ed and highly esteemed citizens of 
the city and has always borne a 
eplendid reputation here. 

The tragedy is one of the most aw- 
ful that has been known in the coun- 
ty for a long time. The scene in 
the room after the shooting was hor- 
rible and will long remain with those 
who saw it. The spectacle of an old 
man lying with his snow-white hair 
in a pool of his own blood, his white, 
staring face disfigured with wounds, 
Was a sight to cause the hardest to 
shudder. The general opinion is that | 
he made no attempt on tne woman, | 
but possibly joked with her a little! 
roughly and she, in a highly nervous} 
condition, becoming suddenly crazed | 
with a nervous frenzy ,shot him, be- 
fleving that he intended her harm, 
when he did not.

W. A, Jester, of Atlanta, Made 
Defendant in Alienation Suit 


NGAVE HIS WIFE PRESENTS" 


Plaintiff Says Father-in-Law ‘‘Aided 
and Abetted Wicked Designs 
of Defendant.” 


As a result of his transcontinental 
chase after his wife and W. R. Jester, 
a wealthy contractor of Atlanta, John 
T. Anglin yesterday filed suit against 
Jester asking $50,000 damages for 
alienation of his wife's affections and 
$1,994.80, the expense incurred In twice 


crossing the continent in his search 
for the couple, which ended in Macon 
when Anglin alleges he gave Jester a 
“partial beating’’ when he caught him 
walking down the street with Mrs. 
Anglin. 

Mrs. Anglin’s father, Ira Bradshaw, 
a carpenter, for many years in the em- 
ploy of Jester, is involved in the suit 
by his son-in-law, who alleges that 
Jester’s control is s0 complete over 
Bradshaw’ that he has “aided and abet- 
ted the wicked and unscrupulous de- 
signs of the defendant,” and that 
Bradshaw assaulted him when he at- 
tempted to interview his wife and 
persuade her to return to him. 

The suit was filed by James W. Aus- 
tin, with Young H. Fraser as associ- 
ated counsel. The suit is brought in 
the superior court and prays for a 
hearing at the next term of court 

Jester Worth $300,000. 

Jester is alleged in the suit to be 
worth $300,000, by means of which he 
‘has craftily, cunningly and with 
great subtlety, acquired his ascend- 
ancy over the mind of petitioner's 
wife, by showing her the allurements 
of a life of ease, comfort, idleness and 
luxury, such as petitioner could not, 
by reason of his moderate means and 
circumstances, give her, but which the 
defendant, on acoount of his great 
wealth and financial standing, was 
able to accord her.” He is also said 
to be a married man, but living in a 
state of,ag@aration from his wite. : 

Anglin says that he himself has “in 
bis efforts to prevent the accomplish- 
ment of the defendant's designs,”, 
spent the “bittle sum of $583.50, which, 
by self-sacriiiice and frugality, he had 
saved up from his earnings with which 
to-Begin housekeeping and to acquire 
Si iittie home, and that he has, by 
reason of his twice crossing the con- 
tinent to prevent this wreck of his 
home and happiness, been reduced to 
such dire financial straits that, at 
times, he has not even had so much 
as street car fare.” 

The suit also alleges many valuable 
gifts to have been made Mrs. Anglin 
by Jester, diamonds, clothing, trips 
and various pleasures. 

Married in Atlanta. 


The suit tells of the marriage of 
the plaintiff, John T. Anglin, to Ma-/| 
mie Bradshaw, on April 19, 1911, in| 
Atlanta, after which the young couple | 
at once left for El Paso, Texas, where 
he had a responsible position with the 
E] Paso and Southwestern railroad. 

The first cloud on the sky of love 
was numerous messages from Atlanta 
purporting to be from her father, very 
ill, asking her to return to Atlanta. 
Four weeks after their marriage these 
commenced, he says, and on June 7, 
1911, or thereabouts, Mrs. Anglin left 
for Atlanta at a time when the utmost | 
cordiality existed between husband and! 
wife, and “the days of their honey- | 
moon had passed as happily as the | 
heart of man or woman could desire.” 

The Atlanta visit prolonged itself, 
until finally a letter from a “lady 
friend of his wife” informed Anglin | 
that, in her opinion, Mr. Bradshaw’s 
illness was not such as to require his 
daughter’s presence. “This was the 
first shadow that had fallen since ne- | 
titioner’s wedding day.” 

Auto Rides With Jester. 

Following this, a brother wrote 
Anglin that his wife was taking daiiy 
automobile rides with W. R. Jester, 
and Mrs. Anglin wrote her husband | 
that “I have had a great time and hate 
come home. I love Atlanta and 
know I1 will be lonesome there.” 

These circumstances, says Anglin, 
to make him feel uncom- 
fortable, but did not shake his conti- 
dence in his wife, and that he was de- 
lighted at her return home later with 
her father, Ira Bradshaw. They sub- 
sequently left for Corona, Mexico, 
where Anglin had been transferred as' 
commissary agent. 

Then one day, he alleges, he discov- 
ered his wife writing a letter, and she 
started guiltily at seeing him. After 
a struggle he secured the letter, and 
read as follows: 

“My Dear Darling: I wrote you a 
few days ago; have not had one chance 
to write again; he is here day and | 
night, you know. The folks at home 
succeeded in letting him know 
He hasn't come out 
exactly with it, but I put all together 
and find it so. He says he,sdoes not 
care what people says about me; he 
does not hold it against—” 

Letter Was to Jester. 

She admitted, alleges Anglin, that 
the letter was to W. R. Jester, and 
that it was the second she had writ- 
ten him. She premised to break off all 
communication with him, and it seem- 
ed as if their life was to continua‘ 
smoothly, for Anglin “determined “ty 
overlook these indiscretions and to 
guard and protect her against the in- 
influence and from the eyil 
machinations of the defendant.” 

Two weeks later Mrs. Anglin wanted 
to go to San Francisco to visit her 
mother, whom she had not seen for 
some years, and who had been sepa-

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CABINET PLACE 
FOR UNDERWOOD 


He's Ured to Accept the 
Treasury Portfolio, 


Bryan for Secretary of State---Effort 
to Have All Elements Represent- 
ed in Cabinet.

Washington, December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—On high authority it may be 
stated that William J. Bryan is prac- 
tically certain to be the first member 
of President Wilson's cabinet, and is 
expected to be secretary of § state. 
Oscar W. Underwood may be secretary 
of the trasury. In the effort to bring 
about harmony and-perfect a cohesive 
fighting organization democratic lead- 
ers are trying to persuade Mr. Wilson 
to make his cabinet representative of 
all the different elements in the party. 

To this end Mr. Bryan is said to be 
doing his utmost to bring about the 
selection of Hon. Oscar W. Under- 
wood, of Alabama, his old-time polit- 
ical foe, ag a cabinet minister. Dis- 
patches from Jacksonville, Fla., tell of 
a conference he held there with friends 
of Mr. Underwood looking to this end. 

Underwood Hadn’t Heard. 

The democratic floov leader said to- 
day he knew nothing of the meeting. 
“T had not heard a word about it,” he 
declares. 

By bringing into the cabinet repre- 
sentatives of all factions it is hoped 
to bulld up an organization that will 
weather the storm of tariff revision 
and present a solid phalanx in the 
next presidential election. Democratic 
leaders in congress are not trying ,to 
fool themselves as to the result of the 
November election. At a dinner last 
night Representative A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer, of Pennsylvania, said democrats 
should not forget that Mr. Wilson was 
a minority president. “We will prob- 
ably have to fight only one party four 
years from now,” said he, “and we will 
find it harder to win. We did not win 
the presidency last November. The re- 
publicans threw it away, and we 
picked it up." i eabsiasie ions 

Representitive Oscar Underwood said 
on the same occasion: “The fate of 
the presidency next time will be de- 
cided within the next eight months.” 

A Suggested Cabinet. 

While Mr. Underwood would not dis- 
cuss the Jacksonville report, his 
friends believe he could be induced to 
give up his commanding position in the 
house if a cabinet post were offered 
him. 

The cabinet slate which is best 
thought of here follows: 

Secretary of state, William J. Bryan; 
secretary of the treasury, Oscar W. 
Underwood: postmaster general, Jose- 
phus Daniels; secretary of the interior, 
Governor John Burke, of North Da- 
kota, or Governor George Morris, of 
Montana: secretary ot agriculture, Dr. 
H. W. Wiley. 

In line with the idea of establishing 
harmony at the outset of the new ad- 
ministration, a number of senators and 
representatives in congress who have 
been most hostile to Mr. Bryan would 
bury the hatchet and put on a smiling 
face if Mr. Wilson wants the Nebras- 
kan to take first place in his cabinet. 
As long as Mr. Bryan remains in the 


administration he could not well criti- 
cise the administration.

IS “MAKESHIFT” 


So President Ingrund Declares 
in Addressing Boulevard 
Citizens. 


A “makeshift” for a pavement was 
the way G. M. Ingrund, president of 
the Southern Bitulithic company, of 
Nashville, characterized the bituminous 
macadam on North Boulevard last 
night. ;

total] cost a Little above $2, which 
would have been the price of bitulithic 
had the city demanded that sort 
pavement in the first place. Presi- 
dent Ingrund told the Boulevard com- 
plainants that the 8-inch base would 
give the pavement a solid founda- 
tion. 

Boulevard residents declared that 
they would not stand for the pave- 
ment that is being put down. They 
took the position that it was an out- 
rage to make the owners of property 
to pay for the pavement, one side 
of the street which is wearing out 
before the other side is laid. William 
A. Hansell, engineer in charge of the 
construction department, also declared 
that the pavement was a makeshift, 
and said that in his opinion he did 
not believe it was being laid in ac- 
cordance with the city's specificatons. 

Attorney Pomeroy, legal representa- 
tive of the Southern Bitulithic com- 
pany, declared that it was wrong to 
assume that a bitulithlic pavement 
would-be put down when the specifica- 
tions called for the cheapest govd 
pavement. 

He made a proposition to bind the 
company to pateh the holes by an 
agreement, after he called attention to 
the fact that the contract does not re- 
quire a guarantee to Keep the pave- 
ment in repair after it is accepted.

New York, December 17.—President- 
elect Wilson held up a warning finger 
tonight to any man who might de- 
liberately start a panic in the United 
States to show that intended legisla- 
tive policies were wrong. In a speech 
at the banquet of the Southern Society 
of New York he declared he had heard 
sinister premonitions of what would 
follow if the democratic party put into 
effect changes in economic policy. 

The president-elect first  distin- 
guished in his speech between “nat- 
ural” and “unnatural” panics. He 
said in many cases panic had come 
naturally because of a mental distur- 
bance of people with reference to 
loans and money generally. 

“But the machinery is in existence,” 
he said, “by which the thing can be 
deliberately done. Frankly, I don't 
think there is any man living who 
dares use the machinery for that pur- 
pose. If he does I promise him, not 
for myself, but for my fellow country- 
men, a gibbet as high as Haman’s.” 

Gibbet of Public Disgrace. 

The governor added that he meant 
no “literal gibbet” for “that is not 
painful,” but he said it would be a gib- 


bet of public disgrace which would 
live “as long as the members of that 
man’s family survive.”

Patronage Is Hateful. 


“The task ahead of me, so far as it 
is making appointments to ofice, is 
wholly hateful, but the task, so far as 
it is leadership of the United States, is 
full of everything that is bright and 
touched with confidence, because I 
know that all you have to do is to 
appeal to the people of the United 
States on the right ground and put 
those who are wrong out of business. 1 
am not a brave man—because I don't 
know anything to be afraid of. 

‘Some people are making all sorts 
of sinister predictions as to the trou- 
bles we are going to get into at Wash- 
ington. I don't think there should 
be any concern, because it is goiny 
to be public trouble and a great jury 
is always going to know what the evi- 
dence in the case is. 


Keeping the Door Open. 

“Il have beén warned by some news- 
papers about keeping the door open, 
because they have sald so many people 
want to get into it. Perhaps [ should 
have said that the door will be open 
only to people who come to transact 
Hhusiness. [I want to say that I may 


not be very popular by preferring busi- 


ness to ctiquet, but after I take the 
Oath I shall feel obliged to transact 
business and will feel obliged to cut 
out everything that does not touch 
that business. But business has to be 
supported and comprehensively pre- 
sented to the people, so I will not feel 
it necessary to stay in Washington all 
the time, but to find out by conversa- 
tion with my neighbors every where 
what they think, for it is a great deal 
more important to the country whit 
you think than what I think.” 

The governor discoursed somewhat 
vehemently on politics and said there 
was “too much manners in politics,” 
and that “good taste often stands in 
the way of public morals.” 

“It is not thought rood taste in poli- 
tices, they say,’ he said, “to say any- 
thing about a man unless it is compli- 
mentary, but it may be very servicea- 
ble.’ Mr. Wilson smilingly declared 
that since he had left “academic walks 
to get fnto the road,” he had “found 
an increased temptation to profanity.” 

“I think that the recording angel 
probably does not hear those things,’ 
he added amid laughter, “for there is 
such a thing as righteousS anger.” 

The speaker here made reference to 
possible changes in economic policy. 
theugh he mentioned no specific thing. 

“Some people say,” he asserted, “that 
business is going to be disturbed by 
the changes which are going to be un- 
dertaken by the democratic party. I 
mean changes in economic policy. Bus- 
iness cannot be disturbed unless the 
minds of those who conduct it are dis- 
turbed. A panic, according to the dic- 
tionary, is really a state of mind. 
There is just as much money in the 
country the day after a panic as the 
dav before, but it is distributed dif- 
ferently as a result of the panic.’’

GAMBLERS BORROW MONEY 


And Play Wall Street Game--Pierpont 
Morgan in Washington to Face 
Money Trust Probers. 


Washington, December 17.-——J. Pier- 
pont Morgan arrived in Washington 
tonight to answer a subpoena to testi- 
fy before the house committee on bank- 
ing and currency, investigating the 
so-calleg money trust. Mr. Morgan 
expected to testify Lefore the commit- 
tee tomorrow, but it is probable he 
will not be reached on the list of wit- 
nesses before Thursday, according to 
the plan of investigation mapped out 
by Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the 
committee. Mr. Morgan had nothing 
to say upon his arrival in Washington. 

Big Party With Morgan. 

A narty of nearly a score accompa- 
nied Mr. Morgan in a special train 
that brought him from New York. As 
he alighted from the train and made 
his way through the deserteg station 
to his automobile. he was accompa- 
nied by his daughter, Miss Anne Mor- 
gan. In the party were Mr. Morgan's 
Partners in the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., Thomas W. Lamont and H. P. 
Davison; Joseph H. Choate, John C. 
Spooner and Richard S. Lindabury. of 
counsel for Mr. Morgan; J. P. Morgan, 
Jr., anq a staff of clerks and stenog- 
raphers. 

Mr. Morgan and his party were con- 
veyeqg to a suite in a local hotel A 
number of automobiles met the party 
at the station and hurried the Mor- 
gan retinue to the hotel, where it was 
whisked up a rear elevator to the re- 
served rooms. 

Samuel] Untermyer, counsel for the 
committee, would not discuss the pros- 
pects for the examination of Mr. Mor- 
gan. He did say, however, that the in- 
vestigation must proceed in its proper 
order, that several witnesses now on 
hand were to be examined tomorrow, 
The committee will first take un the 
- main head of the money trust inquiry, 
relating to the “concentration of 
money and credits,” and it is on this 
point that Mr. Morgan will be exam- 
ined. Before he is questioned, how- 
ever, a mass of statistical matter pre- 
pared by experts will be placed in the 
record. 

Attraction of Money to New York. 

The committee today took up the at- 
traction of money to New York by 
high rates of interest on call loans, 
and received &n analysis of statistics 
on the subject\ which showed that 
country bank loa@ms on stock exchange 
securities vast sums of money at times 
when the demand for funds forces a 
high rate on the New York call money 
market. J. P. Nevin, a public ac- 
countant, placed the statistics in the 
record.

He explained that 
because the banks would not furnish 
to him the names of their country cor- 
respondents some of the counts might 
be dpulicates in cases where country 
banks maintained accounts with more 
than one New York bank. 

$483,000,000 of Country Cash. 

In the thirty-two banks, Mr. Niven 
sald, on November 1 country banks had 
on deposit $483,000,000, and in addition 
had loaned on New York stock ex- 
change securities $240,480,000. 

At that time, he said, the money mar- 
ket was high. On July 1, with money 
easy, he said, the country benks had 
only $141,028,000 out in stock exchange 
loans. 

The witness said that the figures 
show that when the money rates were 
high the out-of-town banks loaned 
on the stock exchange far more money 
than when the rates wers normal. This 
was shown, he said, by the result of 
November 1, 1912, ©n which date the 
out-of-town banks loaneJ, through 
thirty-two New York city Lanking in- 
stitutions, on stock exchange collateral, 
on demand loans, $240,480,000, in addi- 
tion to $483,000,000 on deposit with 
these banks; while on July 1, when 
money Was easy, they had only $141,- 
028,000 of loans made through city 
banking correspondents, showing a dif- 
ference of $100,000,000, attracted in 
that way to New York through the 
high money rates. 

Mr. Niven said his figures showed 
that the loans in New York for coun- 
try correspondents had increased at 
a greater rate than the deposits of the 
correspondents. 

Mr. Untermyer had put into the rec- 
ord statements of a number of New 
York banks. 

Among these was the statement of 
the Bankers’ Trust company for De- 
cember 1, this year, which showed 
$22,861,000 deposits by out-of-town 
correspondents, $31,232,000 loaneq for 
correspondents ang $65,961,000 loaned 
for the bank itself on stock exchange 
collateral. 

The Bankers’ Trust company had 

$16,498,000 loaned for correspondents 
in July 1, 1912, and from that differ- 
ence Mr. Untermyver argued that the 
high money rate recently had attracteg 
money from the country banks to New 
York, where it was loaned on stock 
exchange collateral. 
Similar figures as to other New 
York banks were read into the record, 
all showing relative changes and pres- 
sure of high money rates.

Statistics 


N. Y. CENTRAL LINES 
INDICTED FOR REBATING 


Chicago, December 17.—John Car- 
stensen, vice president of the New 
York Central lines, and three subsidi- 
ary railroads of the system, were in- 
dicted by the federal grand jury to- 
day, charged with having given re- 
bates to the O’Gara Coal company 
amounting to $80,000. 

The Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern, Big Four and the Chicago, In- 
diana and Southern railroads are 
named in the true bills along with Mr. 
Carstensen. 

The true bill sets forth that the al- 
leged rebates were granted between 
Augusta 1, 1909, and January 1, 1910, 
and that they were carried on the 
books of the New York Central lines 
as advance payments for fuel coal to 
be used by the Lake Shore railway. 
The indictments charges that the coal 
never was delivered, that the money 
never was repaid by the O’Gara Coal 
company, and that the fuel company 
was permitted to retain the money 
and use it in its own business. 

Indictments previously returned 
against Thomas O'Gara, head of the 
coal company, and three railroads 
charge that certain payments were 
outright ag 1ebates. 


WESTERN UNION WINS 
AGAINST THE L. & N. 


Louisville, December 17.—Basing his 
decision on an act of the Kentucky 
legislature, which gives a telegraph 
or telephone company the privilege of 
condemning a right-of-way along the 
road of a common carrier, Judge 
Evans, in the federal court here, t.- 
day held that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad had no right to force 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
to remove its poles and other equip- 
ment from the Louisville and Nash- 
ville tracks in the state of Kentucky. 
A contract between the road and tele- 
graph companies expired last August 
and the railroad ordered the telegraph 
company to seek another route for its 
wires. The telegraph company imme- 
diately sued for a right-of-way. 

Judge Evans also held that the mat- 
ter of compensation to the railroad 
for the right-of-way should be decided 
by a jury.

THE SITUATION IN THE SENATE. 

Dispatches from Washington indicate that democratic mem- 
bers of the senate are already blocking out a plan of legislative pro- 
icedure for the Wilson administration. Reports of agreements be- 
‘tween hold-over and new senators go so far, even, as to give names 
and outline policies tentatively discussed. 

It is well that in the senate, as in the house, the decks should 
‘be cleared and an understanding reached, so that the opening weeks 
of the special session will not witness a marking of time while 
‘legislative machinery is being prepared and tuned up. In this 
| connection, however, it should be remembered that the senate is 
| placed differently from the house, and that it is in the senate that 
; the crucial test of party success is likely to be staged. | re 
| In the house, there is an overwhelming democratic majority. 
!Rank and file alike have been tried under fire, have cultivated the 
habit of conciliation and disicpline and may legitimately be ex- 
pected to discharge their responsibilities without serious friction. 
No such condition exists in the senate. The democratic control 
lis unstable, depending for its support upon a majority of one or two 
members. The senators have not enjoyed the training in cohesive- 
iness of action given their brethren in the house by two sessions of 
ipower. Whatever positive legislation they have heretofore effected 
has been through a coalition with the republican “progressives.” 

The extra session, while giving democratic senators nominal 
control, will also throw them practically upon their own initiative. 
A block of democrats in the house might balk at the party pro- 
gram, and yet not menace its materialization. The disaffection of 
three or four democratic senators would be sufficient to jeopardize 
| the fulfillment of pledges. 

These facts may as well be faced now, with a view to impress- 
‘ing upon democratic senators the imperative need of harmony and 
'co-operation. Feuds within democratic ranks may well be turned 
|to the advantage of the opposition, Already there are symptoms 
of a reconciliation between the insurgent and the republican wings. 
The delicacy of the situation is obvious.

Labor Union Chief Is dalled 
At Indianapolis 


Charged Butler Has Been Drunk for 
Weeks---Argument in Dynamite 
Case Begins Today. 


Indianapoiis, Ind.. December 17.— 
John T. Butler, Buffalo. N. Y., vice 
president of the International Associa- 
tion of Bridge and Structural Iron 


workers, tonight was locked in jail 
after his bond of $10,000 had been in- 
creased to $15,000, and after the court 
had said he committed perjury in tes- 
tifying in his own behalf as a defend- 
ant in the “dynamite conspiracy” trial. 

Next to President Frank M. Ryan, 
Butler is highest in office in a labor 
union of 12,000 members and with 
Ryan he is charged as being one of 
forty officials who conspired to pro- 
mote dynamite explosions, including 
the wreckage of The Los Angeles 
Times building. : 

Seathing Arraignment By Judge. 

At the conclusion of a day's session 
in which both prosecution and the dc- 
fense rested their cases, with the pros- 
pect that the trial will be placed in the 
hands of the jury in eight days, Fed- 
eral Judge Albert B. Anderson deliv- 
ered from the bench a scathing 4r- 
raignment of what he term “a display 
that has taken place here in the last 
two weeks,” 

“I don't believe,” said Judge Ander- 
son, referring to the stories of vio- 
lence, riots, assaults and dynamitings 
related on the witness stand, “ I don't 
believe, and if I did I would not have 
any hope for this country—thai organ- 
ized labor stands for the things that 
have been shown here. 

“This man Butler took the stand to- 
day and swore to things he knew were 
not true, and everybody here knows 
he was committing perjury. There are 
a few people in this country who must 
be told that the law is the law, and if 
there is any gentlemen in this court- 
room who feels that the shoe fits him, 
let him put it on. I have never seen 
a display such as has taken place here 
in the last two weeks, and I have 
been a lawyer and on the bench for the 
last thirty-four years.” 

Judge Anderson's remarks were 
made after the jury had been retired 
for the day, and after Clarence E. 
Dowd, Rochester, N. Y., formerly or- 
ganizer for the Internationa] Associa- 
tion of Machinists in eDtroit, had been 
discharged. leaving forty men whose 
cases are to go te the jury. 

Butler Had Entered a Dental. 

Butler, earlier in the day, entered a 
general denial that he knew of any 
dynamiting plots. Particularly he de- 
nied Knowledge that the union ap- 
propriated $1,000 a month to John J. 
McNamara, which the government 
charges was used to defray expenses 
of the dynamiters. Check books in 
which the stubs recorded payments to 
McNamara while Butler was a member 
of the executive board were produced. 

“Do you mean to say that $1,000 a 
month was paid out of the union's 
funds and you never heard of it?” 
Butler was asked. 

“I never heard of its being used for 
the purpose of carrying on explosious, ’ 
he replied 

“Were you interested in the union’s 
welfare to investigate after the McNa- 
maras were taken to Los Angeles, 
charged with the murder of twenty-one 
persons?” 

“I made no investigation.” 

Butler said that the only $1,00 check 
he knew of wag one payable to Olaf A. 
Tveitmoe, Gan Francisco, as the iron 
workers’ contribution to the Los An- 
geles strike fund. 

Drunk for Two Weeks. 

District Attorney Miller then arose 
in court and charged that Butler had 
“been on a drunk for two weeks,” and 
that since being in court he had ex- 
pressed a wish to be in Canada. 

“This man Butler has committed de- 
liberate, wilful and malicious perjury,” 
said District Atorney Miller. “He 
knows he is guilty, and has stated 
since he came to trial here that he 
wished he had remained in Quebec, 
Canada, as this was not extriditable 
‘offense. He was drunk for weeks be- 
fore he came, and since then his illness 
has been due to whisky. 

“In consideration of the fact tnat he 
has expressed a wish he had remained 
in Canada, and because of his perjur- 
ing himself, I ask that his bond be in- 
creased.” 

“Has he stated he wished he had re- 
mained in Canada since coming here?” 
asked Judge Anderson. 

“Yes, your honor, right in this court 
room.” 

“T will increase his bon to $15,000, 
and the marshal will take him in cus- 
tody.” 

As he was unable to procure bond 
Butler was taken to jail. Three other 
defendants, including Herbert S. Hock- 
in, are also in jail. Two witnesses for 
the defense are under bonds and held 
to the federal grand jury on charges of 
perjury. 

Dowd Discharged. 

In discharging Dowd, Judge Ander- 
son said: 

“His action on the witness stand was 
so much better and so much more to 
his credit, I think I may believe him. 
He was asked questions and he an- 
swereai them frankly. It was not nec- 
essary to uSe tongs, pinchers and ham- 
mer to compel him to obey the orders 
of the court. The letters Dowd wrote, 
it has been charged, brought him into 
the conspiracy, are all susceptible of 
an innocent interpretation.” 

Concerning motions for the dismissal 
of other defendants, Judge Anderson 
stated that before the defense began 
its case he felt inclined ta discharge 
certain defendants, but that “the atti- 
tude of the defense’s witnesses on the 
stand” he had changed his mind. 

Four days on each side was fixed for 
the argument, which will begin tomor- 
row. The defendants who did not tes- 
tify in their own behalf were: 

Hockin, Tvetimoe, E. A. Clancy, San 
Francisco; J. E. Munsey, Salt Lake 
City; P. A. Cooley, New Orleans; Frank 
Cc. Webb, New York; William J. Me- 
Cain, Kansas City; and James E. Ray 
and Edward Smythe, Peoria, II.

Kubiak Outpoints 
Local Fans Are Presented 
With Best Card of Season

Al. Kubiak, the Michigan giant, 
earned the decision over Carl Morris, 
the Oklahoma white hope, in their ten- 
round bout before the Dixie Athletic 
Club Tuesday night, before a crowd 
that packed the house, even to stand- 
ing capacity. 

Referee Mike Saul’s decision, when 
he raised Kuwbiak’s glove in token of 
victory, was met with aie storm of 
cheers. ; 

Morris squared himself with local 
fans by his bout with Kublak. Al- 
‘though defeated, he did not stall. He and 
Kubiak gave the local fans the best 
heavyweight bout ever staged in this 
city. A return engagement tn a couple 
of weeks would be the best card the 
Club could get. 

Kubiak was nearly a head shorter 
than Morris, there was a difference of 
over thirty pounds in their weight in 
Morris’ favor, and the latter had the 
advantage in reach. 


Kubiak Aggressor. 


Yet, despite these handicaps, Kubiak 
was the aggressor in every round. but 
one. He carried the battle to Morris, and 
in the Utnfighting and the clinches 
showed a better knowledge of the 
game. 

Kubiak was in the best condition 
that he has ever shown in here, and 
it was this fine condition that per- 
mitted him to weather the rough places 
in the battle and come out victorious. 
And when he started a punch it seldom 
missed. : 

In contrast with Kuhbiak’s appear- 
ance. Morris did not appear to be in the 
best of shape. He seemed to get wind- 
ed quickly, his judgment of distance 
was poor. He missed blow after blow 
at times when with Kubiak off his bal- 
ance a good solid lick might have won 
the contest for him. 

Neither man seemed to use any 
swings. The short uppercuts to the 
body’ in the clinches were their main 
weapons, varying this with a short jab 
with either hand. 


How Rounds Looked. 


The first round was even, no real 
clean blows being landed. There was 
much feinting and clinching and many 
futile attempts to send solid body 
blows home. 

The second round was Morris’ a mile, 
and the only one that he had during 
the entire fight. Kubiak opened with 
right to stomach and countered with 
left to jaw. This seemed to anger 


Morris, who waded in with both hands, 
landing lefts to stomach, left and 
rights to stomach and face, three right 
hooks tto the jaw, two rights and lefts 
to the body, followed by three more 
from each hand to the jaw.: Kubiak 
looked mighty wobbly when the gong 
rang to end the round. 

The third and fourth rounds were 
a series of clinching and infighting 
with no perceptible advantage for 
either boxer, the exchange being so 
even that it is doubtful if there was 
one blow difference in either round. 

In the fifth, after an even exchange 
in the center of the ring and a clinch, 
Kubiak shot lefts and rights to the 
body and face as fast as he could draw 
back his arms. Morris retaliated in 
kind, but Kubiak’s had more steam 
and landed oftener, Kubiak catching 
most of Carl’s swings on his glove or 
arms. 


Morris Is Wild. 


The sixth round was easily Kubiak’s. 
He shot left and rights to the body 
after an exchange in the center of the 
ring without a return, and followed it 
up so aggressively that Morris hung 
on for breath. Morris was wild in 
this round, missing swing after swins. 

Kublak opened the seventh with a 
left to the body. Morris then shot 4 
right hook to the body, his best blow 
of the fight, but during the remainder 
of the round Kubiak hit him timely | 
without any return, Morris’ judge of 
distance being bad. It was Kubiak’s 
round by a shade. 

Fighting in the clinches mostly 
throughout .the. eighth and ninth 
rounds, there was.so little difference 
and so little damage .done that the 
rounds could be called even. 

The tenth and last round was Ku- 
biak’s. Morris was warned twice in 
this round for heeling. Kubiak shot 
rights to the face, and, coming out 
of a clinch, shot a right to the jaw 
that was easily the best blow landed 
by either man during the bout. He 
got in some more: good body blows 
during the round, the men being 
clinched when the gong rang. 

Neither man bore any marks when 
the contest ended. But nevertheless 
they fought hard throughout. The 
fact that the men were fighting all 
the way in the clinches in the break- 
aways and only parting when the ref- 
eree went between them had a lot to 
do with the lack of punishment. They 
protected themselves well throughout 
the battle. The difference in the size 
of the men reacted in Kubiak’s favor.

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Another Threatening Letter Sen 
to President-Elect 


Newark, N. J., December 17.—Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson’s life again has been 
threatened bya letter writer. The let- 
ter was mailed in New York December 
12, received by the governor's secre- 
tary at Trenton the next day and turn- 
ed over to the postal authorities. It 
is in pogsession of United States As- 
sistant District Attorney Lindabury, 
who declined to discuss it. ‘ 

The receipt of the second threaten- 
ing letter became known today at tha 
@rraignment of Jacob and Warren 
Dunn and Seeley Davenport, of Whar- 
ton, the three so-called mountaineers 
who were charged with having sent 
Governor Wilson, November 11 last, a 
letter demand $5,000 under threat of 
death. The hearing was not concluded, 
but United States Commissioner Stock- 
ton dismissed the case against Warren 
Dunn and took under advisement a 
motion to make a similar ruling in 
the case of Davenport. 

Strong Case Made Out. 

Against Jacob Dunn, alleged author 
of the threatening letter, the govern- 
ment made out a strong case, Com- 
missioner Stockton said. He held 
Dunn pending the conclusion of the 
hearing tomorrow afternoon when o2- 
seph P. Tumulty, Governor Wilson's 
private sécretary, will be called to 
testify that he received the letter. Ai- 
though Mr. Tumulty was under sub- 
poena, he did not attend the hearing 
today, having arranged with Commis- 
Stoner Stockton to be absent. It was 
thought wt that time that his testi- 
mony wuld not be needed. 

Goverr>r Wilson,. also under sub- 
gue di not attend the hearing, and 
t was said he would not be required 
to do so tomorrow, inasmuch as the 
letter never reached him. 

The second letter threatening the 
Sovernor's life was unsigned and a 
dozen or more secret service men and 
detectives aré seeking to learn the au- 
thor. 

It is understood the missive did not 
reach the governor, but was intercept- 
ed, like the first one, by Mr. Tumulty. 
Many of the secret service men and 
detectives working on this case were 
present at the hearing today. Whether 
the second letter was the outgrowth 
of the first or was connected with it 
= any way, Mr. Lindabury declined

THEY TALK PEACE 
“AS FLEETS FICHT 


Naval Battle While Envoys Ne- 
goliate in London, 


London, December 17.—The peace 
conference was launched yesterday, 
only to be interrupted today by a com- 
plication resulting from the policy of 
Greece in waging war and negotiating 
peace simultaneously. 

The Turkish delegation announced 
today it was empowered to confer only 
with the three Balkan kingdoms which 
siged the armistice at Tchatalja, and 
as a consequence adjournment was 
taken until Thursday to enable the 
Turks to get instructions. 

All the conferees expressed the be- 
lief that the suspension was merely 
temporary and that a pathway toward 
the resumption of the meetings will be 
found, 

Prospects’ for a successful issue of 
the conference are enhanced by the 
declaration of the Turks that they have 
been given plenary pewers to arrange 
and sign a treaty of peace. How far 
their improved military position, with 
the encouragement Austria is credited 
with giving them may stiffen their 
backs against the allies’ terms remains 
the chief factor of doubt. 

The first sitting of the ambassado- 
rial court of appeals, as it is called, 
was held in the foreign office’ today. 
The ambassadors of five continental 
powers conferred with Sir Edward 
Grey, the British secretary for foreign 
affairs, for more than three hours. 

The contingency that mediation ulti- 
mately may. offer the only solution of 
tke war has been the subject of much 
| discussion. The heads of the Bulga- 
rian and Servian delegations in inter- 
views recognized that the United States 
might be in a position to act as peace- 
maker, as President Roosevelt did be- 

-een Russia and Japan. 

"The naval fight off the Dardanelles, 
in which both Greece and Turkey 
claimed victory yesterday, was re- 
sumed today. 

Athens announces that the 
army is about to capture Janina. 


ANOTHER NAVAL FIGHT 
OFF THE DARDANELLES 


Sedil Bahr, Dardanelles, December 
17.—Another naval battle was begun 
between the Turkish and Greek fleets 
this morning outside the entrance to 
the Dardanelles straits. The firing 
was very heavy. The number of ves- 
sels engaged is not Known. 

After the naval battle off the Dar- 
danelles the Turkish warships return- 
ed to their anchorage with flags flying 
and bands playirg amid the enthusias- 
tic applause of the crowds lining the 


Greek 


shore. 
According to an eyewitness who 


verifies the official report of the en- 
gagement, after a long range exchange 
of shots the smaller Greek vessels re- 
tired, leaving the pride of the Greek 
navy, the cruiser George Averoff, to 
bear the brunt of the fighting. The 
eruiser seemed to be using only her 
small caliber guns and showed signs 
of having been struck by three or four 
shell. Finally she slowly retired. 

The Turkish vessels then returned 
to their anchorage. 


Southern Sues Winecoff.—The South- 
sin Beaker ay company filed a petition 
yesterday in the superior court, asking 
a judgment of $1,375 from W .F. Wine- 
coff, a wealthy Atlanta capitalist and 
real estate man. According to the 
suit the railroad shipped a carload of 
celery from Denver, Col., in Novem- 
ber, 1908, for Mr. Winecoff, on which 
he paid the freight and put in a claim 
for the amount sued for as overcharge. 
The company asserts that this amount 
was refunded and was later found to

AND TRUST 


More Oil Letters Made Public 
by WR, Hearst 


7 


Washington, December 17.—Photo- 
graphic copies of all the John D. 
Archbold letters made public through 
his speeches and publications were to- 
day given by William R. Hearst to 
the senate committee investigating 
campaign contributions and Standard 
Oil correspondence. In the list were 
six telegrams and letters which, Mr. 
Hearst said, were either entirely new 
to the public or had received publi- 
cation only through his campaign 
speeches in 1908. 

Of these was a purported telegram 
from Senator Penrose to Mr. Arch- 
bold proposing to make an appoint- 
inent with Senator Aldrich for some 
unnamed person. Two others were let- 
ters from Mr. 
Foraker, then senator from Ohio, one 
Stating. that a loan of $50,000 prevtous- 
ly discussed could be made on a 5 per 
cent basis; another stating that a cer- 
tificate for the $50,000 wag inclosed 
therewith. Mr. Hearst told the commit- 
tee he had been informed this loan had 
been returned to the Standard Oil 
company. 

Former Senator Foraker, who was 
also concerned in the Archbold-Stand- 
ard Oil correspondence previously pub- 
lished by Mr. Hearst, asked today for 
an Opportunity to appear before the 
committee, and a meeting was calied 
for tomorrow morning, when Mr. Fo- 
raker will testify as to his relations 
with Standard Oil officials, 

Others of the letters given the com- 
mittee today by Mr. Hearst contained 
suggestions and requests from Mr. 
Archbold that the Ohio senator use his 
influence against certain bills in the 
Ohio legislature. 

Mr. Hearst gave the committee pho- 
tographic copies of all letters in his 
possession indicating a connection be- 
tween John D. Archbold, of the Stand- 
ard Oil company and legislatzve and 
campaign activities. 

The New York '§ publisher told the 
committee that he had some other let- 
ters that had not been made public. 

Chairman Clapp asked Mr. Hearst if 
he ever saw the originals of the let- 
ters published in his magazine. He 
said he was not certain, but he be- 
lieved he had only seen the photo- 
graphic fac simile copées. 

“Of, whom did you get them?” asked 
Senator Clapp. 

Mr. Hearst responded that he 
got the copies of John Eddy, of 
London, author of four of the articles 
published in a magazine. He testified 
he did not know of whom Eddy pro- 


cured the letters. 

Mr. Hearst suggested Mr. Eddy prob- 
ably would be willing to appear to 
tell how the letters were taken from 
the Standard Oil company files. 


ALY BACKS SUITS

The first of twenty-two suits for 
$2,500 each, brought against J. W. Eng- 
lish, Jr., and the Lookout Mountain 
Coal Mining company by Italian labor- 
ers, who worked for t » company in 
May, 1910, when Governor Brown was 
forced to send state troops to the 
mines at Durham, Ga., was taken up 
yesterday in Judge H, M. Reid’s divi- 
sion of the city court. 

Guiseppe Grazini isthe petitioner in 
the present suit, which is expected to 
take up the entire week of court. The 
claimants contend thc. they were 
peaceably waiting near the mines for 
back pay due them when troops were 
called out and they were, in effect, de- 
ported from the state.
